And he is very careful 
throughout his article not to make 
any rash prediction, any suggestion 
that Bureau Prints may go the 
way of all flesh, as 2c Harding 
and Commemorative precancels 
have already done. 
_ Bureau Prints are a new era 
In stamp collecting—not just a 
new style nor a new fad. They 
are here to stay just as surely as 
regular U.S. and British Colonies 
stamp collecting are here to stay.

and our prediction is that within 
five years time they will be second 
only to regular U. S. in the fa- 
vor of American collectors. We 
doubt if they ever gain the world- 
wide favor of British Colonials—

but America alone is no field to 
get snooty about. 

There was plenty of reason for 
the 2c Harding and other com- 
memoratives to “faw down and 
go BOOM” (awfully loud). Some 
of the big guns in the game, es- 
pecially five and six years ago, 
were using favoritism to have 
them made by the bucketful. But 
when all the _ little popguns 
throughout the country found that 
they also could get the desired 
cupfuls by the same means, then 
the big guns frowned on the prac- 
tice and said it was all wrong. 
“Baby mustn’t! Papa slap!” And 
so today commemorative precan- 
cels have passed into the limbo of 
departed styles and are doubt- 
less on the shelf consorting with 
Merry Widow hats and grand- 
mother’s bustle. 

Mr. Gamber himself tells why 
Bureau Print precancels have met 
with such universal favor. The 
precancelling is done by the Bu- 
reau of Printing and Engraving at 
Washington, D. C., and there can

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be no more favoritism than in a 
regular issue of U. S. stamps. 
That’s the whole story. And 
that’s why “something else in the 
precancel line instead” is not the 
leader in precancel popularity to- 
day. 

Comparatively few cities use Bu- 
reau Prints, Gamber points out. 
In fact, very few cities had them 
in the old types. And since the 
issues of the old types are now 
about finished, and very limited 
in number, it won’t matter if 5000 
more cities and towns order Buro- 
prints. The old type issues are 
“made”; they have already ar- 
rived in popularity, no more can 
be printed, and practically all the 
remaining supplies in postoffices 
have been used up. 

Mr. Gamber objects to the pres- 
ent prices on Buroprints, saying 
they are too high. Perhaps some 
are; in fact, I personally know 
some are. But take the catalog 
as a whole and average the prices, 
and they would average too low 


two weeks after the catalog was 
issued. It will take a year or 


more yet before prices on the old 
type buroprints are fully estab- 
lished. No doubt certain adjust- 
ments will be necessary: certain 
sleepers won’t rise to their just 
prices for years yet; and it may 
be five or ten years yet before 
certain hoarded items are prop- 
erly rated. But one thing I am 
willing to bet cash on—the total 
catalog value of the old types, 
from year to year, will register 
a sharp increase, and never a de- 
crease. Is Mr. Gamber so sure 
that Buroprints are just a passing 
style that he will call my bet? 

Another thing he objects to is 
that there are few or no rarities, 
outside of part of the Experiment- 
al issues of 1916 and the Liberty 
1%e coil of 1925. To which I re- 
ply, fervently, thank God! There 
are enough genuinely scarce ones, 
heaven knows. I have had in my 
possession, since 1924, ALL the old 
type Buroprints except the New 
Orleans 3c and 6c Experimentals. 
(Alas, I sold three copies of the 
Liberty 1c coil at a nickle apiece 
in 1925!) But there are 50 or 60 
old type items that are mighty 
searce; most collections lack them, 
and they show up seldom. But 
they DO show up now and then, 
and it is still possible for the av- 
erage collector of quite limited 
means to complete a collection of 
the 1923 Perf. 10 issues and the 
old type coils. And this is one 
great reason for the solid and daily 
increasing popularity of Bureau 
Prints: one doesn’t need a fortune 
to collect them. 

Now, Mr. Gamber tells us what 
isn’t nice. Well, it isn’t very nice, 
Mr. Gamber, to make a lot of bold 
statements and then tell the rest 
of us not to answer. That really 
ISN’T nice. I have in mind your 
preposterous supposition about 
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50% or even 10% of the Buroprint 
fraternity stopping collecting. 
There isn’t a chance in the world, 
Mr. Gamber, unless we have a 
national banking panic that would 
force the poor man to liquidate on 
all non-essentials. The fact is, 
(and I have figures and names in 
my business office to support this) 
your figures are about right, but 
they should be PLUS instead of 
MINUS. The number of buroprint 
collectors I am acquainted with 
DOUBLED between June and De- 
cember, 1928 (the historic boom 
period of Buroprints), and that 
number has increased about 50% 
between January and June, 1929, or 
at the rate of about 10% a month. 
Hence your 50% and 10% stand— 
like a boomerang. 


NNUAL REPORT OF 
PHILATELIC AGENCY 


For the fiscal year 
30, 1929, the Philatelic Agency of 
the Post Office Department sold 
postage stamps of all varieties —_ 
issues amounting to $283,983.04, 
was announced July 1. This is he 
increase of $129,863.36 or 84 per 
cent over 1928, when stamps to 
the value of $154,119.68 were sold 
through this agency, it was added. 
The full text of the statement fol- 
lows: 

In this connection it may be 
pointed out that these stamps are 
now in the hands of 1,000,000 or 
more stamp collectors throughout 
the world and their value repre- 
sents practically a clear profit to 
the Government. Few if any of 
the stamps sold by the Philatelic 
Agency will be used for postage 
but will be retained by the collec- 
tors indefinitely. 

The most popular stamp so far 
as collectors are concerned seems 
to have been the George Rogers 
Clark stamp, issued to commemo- 
rate the surrender of Fort Sack- 
ville, Vincennes, Ind. There were 
17,000,000 of these commemorative 
stamps issued to _ postmasters 
throuout the United States.

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Dedication of Port Columbus 


It rained, my how it rained, but 
the parties bent on seeing the new 
Columbus Airport christened Port 
Columbus didn’t mind the rain. 
The crowd was there and they 
staved through the rain and enjoy- 
ed it too. Much happened that is 
of little interest to air mail cover 
fans and it is not our intention to 
print a detailed list of the events 
of the day. Suffice to say, the 
Editor rose early, 6 o’clock, that is 
early for the Editor anyhow. The 
weather looked doubtful but the 
ten mile drive from home was made 
in record time. It’s queer what a 
lot of interesting things one can 
see when abroad on the streets of 
a city at an hour that is strange 
to themselves. I think I shall have 
to get up early again and get bet- 
ter acquainted with our city in the 
early hours of the morning, or 
should I say the late hours of the 
morning for I meet up with the 
early hours far more frequently 
than with the later hours around 
six o’clock. 

The Airway Limited, Pennsy]l- 
vania Train arrived on time from 
New York, the passengers debarked 
at the new Air-Rail Depot at the 
Port and were taken into the De- 
pot where a brief address of greet- 
ing was delivered by Director of 
Public Service Duffy, responses 
were made by W. W. Atterbury, 
president of the Penna. Ry. and by 
Colonel Paul Henderson for T. A. T. 

Miss Amelia Earhart was aboard 
the Airway Limited and received 
quite an ovation from the crowd. 
Henry Ford and his son Edsel came 
down from Detroit, arriving in Co- 
lumbus by train at 5:30 A. M. 
Firestone from Akron was here. 
Following the reception to the pas- 
Ssengers who were to take the 
planes, the planes were loaded and 
the first ship to leave the Port was 
the City of Columbus, about two 
minutes later The City of Wichita 
took off. As the ships were ready 
to depart the rain came and the 
crowd just stood still and took it. 
Miss Earhart was aboard the City 
of Columbus. Immediately after 
these two ships left the Port, the 
Fords, together with officials from 
their Detroit plants, embarked on 
another large Ford Plane of the 
Same type as the ones used in the 
T. A. T. service and departed. 


And it still rained, in fact it 
rained worse than it had been rain- 
ing and the crowd began to depart. 
The parking spaces about the field 
had not yet been prepared for 
such crowds and many machines 
refused to negotiate the mud, In 
my attempt to get out of the jam 
and get back to town so that this 
issue of the News could be started 
through the mill I oozed into a nice 
little mud puddle and stopped. Af- 
ter shoveling some heavy gravel 
with my hands and driving some 
pieces of plank under the wheels 
I managed to back out of the dif- 
ficulty into which I had slipped 
and made a fresh start in another 
direction. 


On approaching the road in this 
attempt I was confronted by a man 
in army uniform who held up his 
hands to stop me or delay my pas- 
sage but it was a case of make 
dry land or sink and I just stepped 
on the gas and sounded like one 
of the planes coming to earth 
and didn’t even see the soldier who 
managed to jump aside and let her 
sail through to safety. 


The Dedication of this Air Port 
marks a big step in aviation. It is 
the first Airport to give service on 
a through Transcontinental Plane- 
Train system. The Port covers 
nearly 700 acres and is being de- 
veloped along the most advanced 
lines. The Depot and Administra- 
tion building is completed except 
some finishing work, the large T. 
A. T. hangar is completed and con- 
tracts are let for several other 
hangars for different uses among 
which are flying services to near- 
by cities, taxi services to all points 
and a school for flying. 

Air mail collectors have a souve- 
nir of the dedication of this port 
in the cachet that was applied by 
the Chamber of Commerce to air 
mail letters from Columbus on this 
date. 


The original plan was to use a 
label and a cancellation for the 
same but due to reasons which we 
will not mention, this plan was dis- 
carded and an ordinary rubber 
stamp cachet in two pieces was 
applied to letters. The cachet was 


applied in green with the exception 
that we understand some local peo- 
ple by diverse means were able to

RHODE ISLAND SOCIETY 
PROTESTS STAMP GUM 


The Rhode Island Philatelic So- 
ciety have passed a resolution pro- 
testing against the adhesive quali- 
ties of the Rotary Press Stamps. 
Previous protests have been made 
against the quality of gum on post- 
age stamps and extensive tests 
have been made at Washington 
with the result that the Govern- 
ment pronounced the _ sticking 
quality of the gum to be perfect. 
The protest of the Rhode Island 
Society is aimed directly at the 
stamps produced by the Rotary 
Press Process of printing and any- 
one who used many of these stamps 
will agree with their claim despite 
any tests or claims made by the 
postoffice department.. 

No doubt the quality of the gum 
is satisfactory but the application 
of the gum to stamps of this type. 
printed on heavy paper, by a 
method which makes them inclined 
to curl as they do, is what causes 
the trouble and it is quite difficult 
at times to make them stick.
